N Herr) the eighths time the King having made Car- 

dinall o/ſey Biſhop of York, and he pu: poling to come 

and live in the North ; Mother Sh:ptez hearing of 1t 
replyed and ſaid, he muſt fee York, but never come to it. 
King Hey and the Cardinall heard tell of her ſaying, and 
were vety angry, and ſent three Lords down to ſee 1t ſhee 
would ſtand to her words ; V!z. Lord Dake, Lord Percy, 
and Lord Darg, So they and their Men came down dit- 
guiſed from London to Dring Houſes necr York. And 
left there their Men, and came to York themielves to

well come,quoth the:ſo ſaid all the Lords in order;and ſhe 
ſaid, welcome my Lord Dake, welcome my Lord Percy, 
and welcome my Lord Darcy, ſit you here my Lord Dake, 
fit you here my Lord Percy,and ſir you here my Lord Darcy,

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and you M. Fea of Fr ore, for youre as one of the Houſe, 
and when they all were fer down, ſhe bad her maid fetch 
ſome Ale, ard goe to the Cr bbert and bring ſhort Cakes,

tzey all did cat and drink-therco%and were very merry:then 
ſaid my Lord Duke, Mother Shripton, if you knew what we 
were come about,you would not make us thus welcome>and 


ſhe ſaid,my Lord Dake the Meſſenger muſt neither be hea- 


ded,nor hanged;but Mother Shipten,fa1d the Duke,my Lord 
Cardined fares.you muſt be burned, for ſ2ying,he might ſee

he purpoſeth to effeR the ſame, and ſhe anfivered him ſhe 
did ſay fo, and that he ſhould ſee anon whether ſhe might 
be burned or no - then ſhe took a kercher which ſhe had 
on her head;that had a yard of cloath in it, and ſpread it on 
her knee,and her head was as white as Vooll,and caſt it up- 
on the fire and let it lye thereon a great while, which not 
burnine,fhe took her ſtaffe and turned it over, and 1t would 
not burn :then tooke ſhee it out of the fire and ſhaked it, 
and put-it on her head againe.

Preſently afterwards the Lord Cardinal came to 
Cawood Caftle necr York, and reſided there three dayes and 
three nights,upon the third day the Croſicupon the top of the 
Caftle fell downe, and ſore hurt the Steward upon his head, 
Lerd Cardinall being told thereof,replyed, I fear and doubt a 
cater croffe than this will follow.

vowed he would burne rot onely her, but alſo three Priefts 
which were at Tabie with her, 1t when he came there they 
lacked their veſtments. The Prieſts hearing tell thereof were 
fore affrighted,but ſhe encouraged them, ſaying, content your 
ſelves,for if need require, you ſhall have twenty veſtments,but 
his purpoſe will be altered. The night following, after ſupper, 
the Lord Cardinal fearing ſome cvill towards him to ap-
